trial of the national Communist leaders. The third defense witness, Davis rose from his seat be- 
hind the defense table and strode to the raised witness box at 3:55 p.m., a few moments after IIli- 
nois Communist chairman Gilbert Green concluded 15 days of testimony. 

Green, one of the four defendants, remanded to jail by Judge Harold R. Medina for 
protesting the judge's prejudiced rulings, wound up his final day on the stand under redirect, re- 


cross and rebuttal examination with a statement that the Comniunist 
after the indictment, had taught or advocated overthrow * 


of the U. S. government by force and violence. 

The day's trial session saw Judge Medina reverse one 
of his earlier decisions when he permitted Green to read 
to the jury the famous 1938 article “Notes on American 
Democracy,” by Eegene Dennis and Green, which repudi- 
ated the prosecutor's “force and violence” theory based on 
twisted presentation of old party documents. 

Green was remanded to jail at the outset of his testi- 
mony for objecting to the judge's refusal to admit this ar- 
ticle as defense evidence. 

A few moments of tense silence that enveloped the 
lofty marble-walled courtroom after Green vacated the 
witness stand was broken when attorney Harry Sacher

Georgi Dimitrov, Premier of 
of the Reichstag Fire Trial, 
complications after a prolonged. 
illness. Dimitrov was 67 when he 
@ied in a sanatorium outside Mos- 
tow, where he had gone for treat- 
ment in April of this year. Shortly 
after news of his death was an- 


“esse over the Moscow Radio a 


cortege, flanked by a guard 
of honor, brought the famed leader 
of the Bulgarian people to Mos- 
cow's Hall of Trade Unions, where 
his body lay in state. 

While Dimitrov leaped into 
world prominence in 1933, when 
he defied and smashed the Nazi 
frameup led by Hermann Goering, 
he had behind him at that time 
approximately 30 years of leader- 
ship in the battles of the Bulgarian 
working class. Son of a working- 
class family, Dimitrov became an 
apprentice printer at the age of 12 
and at 15 he was already an active 
member of the Sofia Union of 
Printers Apprentices. 

In 1902 he joined the Bulgarian 
Social-Democratic Party and in the 
course of the internal struggle that 
— out shortly afterwards, he 

e a leader of the left-wing, 
that was similar to the Bolsheviks 
in Russia. . | 

It was this party that grew into 
what is today the Bulgarian Work- 
ers Party (Communists). Ever 
since 1909 Dimitrov has been a 
member of its Central Committee. 

In 1909 Dimitrov became head 
of the Bulgarian Trade Unions. .

SUMMER MEAL PLANNING 

Hot weather or cold, ple must eat. And eating takes - 
ration of food. ae ; Bh 

The trick is to find ways to make meals without heating the 
house or the cook any more than is‘absolutely necessary. 

The simplest wav, of course, is to make noncooked meals. This 
would include main dish salads, cool drinks, —o breads and 
rolis and*simple desserts. There are two pitfalls to this system, 
though, aside from the fact that lack of variety would eventually 
make ‘the family protest. : . 

In the first place, a salad to be nourishing as a main dish should 
contain sufficient protein—meat, cheese or fish—and substance. In 
the second, regardless of the weather, there should be one hot dish 
at every meal whether it is-soup, a casserole or beverage. 


PRESSURE COOKING HELPS 


Another method is to use a pressure cooker. As a rule, we must 
admit, we prefer meats cookér by slower methods which give maxi- 
mum flavor, but the flavor loss, slight as it is, is more than made 
up for when the time spent in the kitchen and the fuel consumed 
are slashed. You can come back from the beach and have a stew 
on the table in 15 minutes after the pressure is up. Vegetable 
cookery, of course, is, 
to minutes, even seconds. 


If you aré going to use the oven—you may decide that a few : 


hours of heat are canceled out when a roast obviates cooking for 
‘some days to come—plan to make as many things as possible at the 
same time. Look up the time it takes to make various. dishes and 
the temperatures and work out a collection of oven meals, com- 
plete from meat to dessert. 

Remember, too, that the smaller the pieces cooked, the less 
time they will take. Instead of using one big casserole or making 
one big meat loaf, get the little casseroles off the shelf or shape 
small individual meat loaves. Diced vegetables will cook much 
faster (if you don’t have a pressure cooker) than whole. ones, 
though you must remember you will have more vitamin loss. 


MEAL PLANNING VALUES 


Meal planning is never more important than in warm weather. 
With a plan you can map out short cuts thar will reduce the time 
SS in the kitchen and leftovers can be judiciously used. Make

SUN AND SKIN ) 

Getting out in the sun is wonderful medicine for an oily skin, 
but be careful how you go about the process of getting that nice 
out-of-doors color, There are a few elementary rules about sunning 
that = to interest the entire family, even if it makes you a bit 
unpopular with the children when you urge them to cover up 


_ during their first exposures to the sun. 


First exposures to the sun should be short, preferably not at 
midday. Fair skins generally can take less sun than darker ones, 
which have more protective pigment. Gradually increase the ex- 
posure over a period of days. 3 

Don't take a number of brief sunnings in one day under the 
false impression that you won’t burn. Always cover up the minute 
the first bit of red shows, no matter how short the time. You 
shouldn't see any red at all because red means you've burned. Sun- 
tan lotion, if used according to directions and not considered any- 
thing more than a filter, will help the process of course. 

EASY ON THE MAKEUP! 

At any rate, you won't want to get so much of a tan that your 
skin becomes thickened because that will make.it leathery in tex- 
ture and more susceptible to wrinkling. 

As for makeup, the less yoy have on in summer the less likely 
the skin is to look caked, and the better off oily skin is anyhow. . But 
you will want some kind of powder finish. Try using a lotion with 
tinted powder in it as a base. You may not even need to cover it 
with powder. 

All this is surface treatment. Lots of sleep, fresh air and 
exercise are the best skin tonics.. The food you should be eating 
in summer is perfect for skin care—no rich desserts, no fried fatty 
foods, plenty of vegetables, salads, milk and fruit.
